ATTITUDE THOROUGHLY. LIKEWISE, IN DELIVERING PRESIDENT 
KENNEDY fS LETTER TO PRESIDENT SUKARNO, CHARGE HAD 
OPPORTUNITY BRIEFLY TO EMPHASIZE SERIOUSNESS OF PROBLEM. 
CHARGE WILL REEMPHASIZE OUR VIEWS TO SUBANDRIO AT FIRST
